The Americans wanted tq rejeét the power of Parliament over 
their country, but had been very ready to.fubmit to the authority of 
the Crown ‘There was an opportunity to pay their Gourt to the 
Crown, Tf unconititutional power was pleafing to the Crown, they 
could have extendyd its prerdgative ond authority, and eftablithed both 
onthe rains of Parliamentary jimiidiction : But minifters withftood 
_the,temptation, rejected the nneonttiutional offers of the Americans, 
jand ftood forth the clrampions for the authority of Parliament. A- 
merica had wilhel “to withdraw herfelf. from the Britith confitu- 
tion, without renoaheing Obedience to the King; but Miunitters« 
contended for the jult fovereignty of the Leziflature, and, inftead of 
being reproached for duch condudt, they futely deferved the thanks of 
all who wilhed well to the conf{tirmtion of their country. ‘he Honoura- 
ble gentleman had ridiculed the affertion, that 5-6ths of the Americans 
were friends to Great Bri ain. . Nptwithftanding the ridicule, he belie~ 
ved it to be a taét; bat why. did they net annihilate the power of the 
other fixth part of the pedble ? ‘Te reafon was obvjoas—that part was 
armed; the other five were unarmed; they were watched ; and many 
of them had bean imprtifoned, nay fuffered death, for their loyalty to 
Great Britain.

4. originating folely from the royal prerogative, a proclamation from the 
Crown, commanding a ceflgtigp of arfns, might put an end to it; but 
the war with America, was of a different nature 5 ‘it was undertaken to 
’ chaftife rebellion; ‘and as by ‘act ‘of Parliament, all trade, and com 

mercial intercourfé, ‘between, her arid Great. Britain was cut off; fo 
long as that act exifted, the,cayal prerogative could mot render trade 
licit between the two countries : It asf the nature of at ‘law; 
b it declared all trade with America to be contraband; and wéwld a man 


| prefume to fay that it was in tWe,royal prerogative to render licit, a 


trade declared by an aét of Parliament to be contraband? ‘The noble 


would be neecilary to confult Parliament. The fact was, that with re- 
fpe€t to America, there was not a fingle cafe in- which peace could be 
made without the confent of the Legiflature; and he defyed the noble 
Lord to point out one, in which the reyal prerogative alone was fulli- 
cient ; Parliament had circumferibed America with aéts; while they 
fubfifted, no peace could take-place, and Parliament alone could re- 
peal them. But if the Crown-had the prwer to’ make peace with A- 
merica, it was very clear that minilters had not the will; for they had 
not once attempted’ “it, fince they pafled the inglorious. conciliatory 
bill: But it was evident that they were averfe to peace with Ameri- 
ca, beeaufe the war with the colonies was neceffary to maintain them 
in their places; and with it their conféquence in the empire mutt cx- 
pire; with the war their influedce would end; and with their influ- 
ence, their authority mult ceafe; it was therefore incumbent on them 
not to have a wilh for peace, fo-lorig’ as they ditired to keep their pla- 
ces. If a member of their own party should aik a minifter why he did 
not make peace, his reply, would be; if the war thould end, I could no 
longer pay you your wages; war begets extraordinaries; extraordiua- 
ries bepet loans,; loans beget douecnrs; and douceurs beget members 
of Parliament ; if therefore there fhould be no war, thofe mémbers of 
Parliament could not receive any emolument from the minifter. Thus 
the minifters carried on the war for the purpofe of maintaining their 
places; and the members, fupported. their meafures, that they might 
thare in the fams voted for the war by Parliament. Mr Fox made 
fome remarks on the refugees from America, whom he treated with 
very Intle ceremony indeed. He confefled, that he reveréd and e- 
fteemed thofe characters who, from principle, foliowed cheir abdicated 
Prince to St Gérmain’s ; and having thared in the profperity of the 
father, adhered to the’ fon ia: Wis adverfity in Rome; but he conld not 
refpedt thofe who, like,Mr. Galloway, had fided with the Congrefs in 
its profperity, and abandoned it in the moment its affairs feemed def- 
perate.

it poflible, that, with a preat army from England to fupport them, ‘ 
they were not able to annihilate the power of the other fixth part of 








the people ? That they flandered private clarafters was clear, from the 
falfe and wickéd charge brought by them againit his- relation (his. Bro- 
ther Col, Fox) who, they faid, had availed *himfelr of his rank of Co- 
lonel, to carry on a treafomable correfpondence with the enemy.

HEREAS by an A poafled in the prefentyfeffien of Parliament, 
intitled, ** An A& for the better manaBement of the Duties 
a“ n Male Servants, granted by an aét made in the 17th year of his 
** prefent Majefly,” the collection of the faid duty is put under the ma- 
nagement of the Commiffioners --f Excife ;—the Commiffioners of Ex- 
cife in ScovJand have thought ft, for the information of-all perfons con- 
cerned, to publith the tolowing claufes of the faid aét, containing di- 
redtions as to the mode of making entry of, and paying duty for,fich 
male fervants. 

** And be it enacted, That every Mafter or Miftrefs, who, on the 
arft day of May, 1781, thalt retain or employ any male fervant, in the 
capacity of Maitre a’ Hotel, Honfe Steward, Mafter of the Horfe, 
Groom of the Chamber, Valet de Chambre, Butler, Under Butler, Clerk 
of the Kitchen, Confeétioner, Cook, Houfe Porter, Footman, Running 
Footman, Coachman, Groom, Poftillion, Stable-boy, and the refpective 
fTelpers in the fables of fuch Coachman, Groom, or Poftillion, or in the 
capacity of gardener, (not being a day-!abourer) Parkkeeper, Gamekeeper, 

- Huntfman, or Whipperin, refpectively chargeable by the faid aét, whether 
fuch fervants fhall then be retained or employed in one or more of the 
{uid capacities, or in any other bufinefs, jointly with one or more of the 
faid capacities of a fervant, fhall, within forty days after the faid 21ft 

___day of May, 178i; deliver, or caufe to be delivered, at the Office of 
Excife next to the place where any fuch Mafter or Miftrefs refpeétively 
fhall then be refident, a correét Nit, figned by him or her, (or by his 
or her known fteward of agent) in which lift fhall be inferted and fpe- 
cified the true number of male ‘fervants by him or her at that time re- 
tained or employed, the Chriftian and furname of each fach fervant, the 
office or capacity in or for which cach fervant is retained or employed ; 
and every fuch Mafter or Miltrefs thall refpedtively, at the time of de- 
fivering in fach lilt, pay down the duties by the faid aét impofed, for 
every male fervant fo retained and employed. , 

*€ And be it further enaéted, That every Mafter or MiftrefS refpec- 
tively, who, after the 21ft day of May 1781, fhall begin to retain or 
employ any fuch male fervant as aforefaid,in any of the faid capacities, 
thall, within twenty days after he or the refpedtively thall begin to re-.

thall be inferted and {pecified the truce number of male fervants by him 
or her at that time retained or employed, the Chriftian and furname of 
each fuch fervent, the office and capacity fa or for which each fach fer- 
vant is retained or employed; and every fuch Mafter or Miftrefs re-+ 
fpettively fhall, at the time of delivering in the faid, lifts, pay 
dewn the duties by the faid aft impofed for every fervant fo retain- 
ed. or employed; and if, at any time within twelve calendar months

the true number of male fervants by him or her refpeétively. at that 
time retained or employed in any of the capacities before mentioned, and 
for which the faid duty is by the faid firft recited aét impofed, and in-the 
fame mafner to renew fuch lift, and make:fuch payment, from year to 
year, as long as he or fhe fhall refpedtively retain or employ any fuch 
fervant or fervants. ; 

*€ And be it further,enadted, That in all cafes where any Matter or 
Miftrefs thall have divers houfes or places of refidence, and fhall retain 
or employ it ach fuch ‘houfe oF place of refidence any fervant or fer- 
vants chargeable with the duty by the faid a& impofed ; and in all cafes 
where any Matter or Miftrefs Mall retois any; fuch fervant 
or fervants chargeable as afore Gd, al a not being the houfe er 
place of refidence of any fuclr sr or Miftrefs, every fuch Mafter or 
MittrefS refpeélively fall, and they are hereby required, within the fpace 
of one month after the delivery of fach lifts refpedtively, and payment 

of the faid duties, as herein before required, to deliver, or caufe to be 
delivered, at the Office of Excife next to cach and every fuch place,
